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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed May 3, 2006, to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment for the above-identified application. 

On May 17, 2005, the Office mailed a final Office Action, which set a three-month shortened statutory 
period for reply. In the absence of a timely filed response, the application was held abandoned on 
August 18, 2005. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 19, 2006.

Since the rights granted by a U.S. patent extend only throughout the territory of the United States and have no 
effect in a foreign country, an inventor who wishes patent protection in another country must apply for a patent in 
a specific country or in regional patent offices.
